WASHINGTON, April 13 (UP) | 
~—The Government disclosed to- 
day that Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer was stripped of access to | 
atomic and hydrogen secrets by 
President Eisenhower on the | 
basis of “substantial derogatory | 
information” reported to him by | 
the Justice Department. 

This disclosure was made by | 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
which stated in addition that the | 
world famous scientist has been | 
suspended not only as a scien- 
tific consultant of the AEC but 
also as member of the defense 
mobilization office’s science ad- 
visory commission. 

The AEC spoke out after Op- 
penheimer himself had made 
public documents detailing 
charges against him and his 
reply. 

Two Main Charges. 

The noted nuclear physicist, 
credited more than any other 
individual with master-minding 
development of United States 
atomic weapons, is accused of 
two main charges: Past close 
association with Communists and 
Communist causes, and with de- 
laying United States hydrogen 
bomb development. 

In his reply, demanding a 
hearing, Oppenheimer denied 
he was ever a member of the 
Communist party and asserted 
that he did not oppose H-bomb 
development once it became an 
official project of the Govern- 
ment. 

A special AEC personal se- 
curity board headed by former 


president of the University of 
North Carolina, is hearing the 
charges against Oppenheimer 
and his defense. 

Other members of the special 
board are Thomas A. Morgan, 
former president of the Sperry 
Corp., and Dr. Ward V. Evans, 
professor of chemistry, Loyola 
University, Chicago. 

A decision may be forthcom- 
ing in about two weeks. 

Denied Clearance to Secrets. 

Meanwhile, Oppehheimer is 
denied all clearance to Govern- 
secrets, including those of the 
AEC and the Defense Mobiliza- 
tion Science Committee headed 
by Dr. Lee A. Dubridge, presi- 
dent of the California Institute 
of Technology. 

The AEC said the informa- 
tion in Oppenheimer’s person- 
nel file was “brought to the at- 
tention of the President by the 
Department of Justice.” 

The documents released by 
Oppenheimer included a letter 
to him in which Maj. Gen. K. D. 
Nichols, AEC general manager, 
informed him of the charges and 
of the procedure for replying to 
them. It was dated Dec. 23, | 
1953, and contained Oppenheim- 
er’s notification that he was sus- 
pended from access to restricted 
information. 

The AEC statement disclosed 
that steps to deprive the scien- 
tist of secret material began 
shortly after Lewis L. Strauss, 
one of the original commission 
members, returned to the AEC 
as chairman. 

Oppenheimer, whose connec- 
tion with the United States 
atomic project began in the 
early 1940s when the atomic 
bomb was merely a theoretical

HE New York Herald 
T Tribune reported in a 
Washington dispatch to- 
day that Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
is believed to have had Dr. 
J. Robert Oppenheimer in 
mind when he charged re- 
cently that there had been 
an 18-month deliberate delay 
in development of the hydro- 
gen bomb. 

McCarthy “is known to 
have been secretly ‘building 
a case’ against Dr. Oppen- 
heimer and other scientists 
since last summer,” the news- 


paper said, as a “reserve 
weapon” for his “hour of 
need.” 

It said McCarthy “is ex- 


pected to make sensational 
charges against Dr. Oppen- 
heimer, probably in his 
speech scheduled for deliv- 
ery in Houston, Tex., April 
21”"—the day before public 
hearings on McCarthy’s row 
with the Army open in Wash- 
ington. 


CREW USES JUICE,

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 13 
(AP)—Coffee and tomato juice 
prevented what might have been 


a damaging accident to a big 
Eastern Airlines plane at the 
municipal airport here. 


The big ship, a Constellation | 


aircoach, was bound from New 
York to New Orleans Sunday 
and was not scheduled to stop 
here. Hydraulic fluid leaked 
from the landing gear and crew 
members decided to bring down 
the ship and transfer the 35 pas- 
sengers to another plane. 


Fluid was needed to replace 
that lost. The only fluid avail- 
able—coffee and tomato juice 
aboard to be served to passen- 
gers—was pumped into the sys- 
tem for two hours as the plane 
circled. Then the nose wheel 
was forced down by hand pump 
and the big ship landed undam- 
aged. 

The passengers continued 
their trip in another ship.

Menzies said a Royal Commis- 
sion had been appointed to in- 
vestigate the information sup- 
plied by the Soviet diplomat, 
Viadimir Petrov. 

The Prime Minister said Pet- 
rov had appealed fer political 
asylum in Au and had 
been turned over to the nation’s 
security forces for further ‘ques- 


tioning. 
Petrov, Menzies said, had 
given the security forces a 


great number of documents and 
oral information listing Aus- 
tralian “contacts or co-opera- 
tors,”” some of them under code 
names. ‘ 

The Government chief told 
the shocked House the Royal 
Commission would investigate 
these listings, as well as activi- 
| ties 
secret police in Australia. 

(The United Press reported 
that Petrov’s wife decided to 
remain at the Soviet embassy 
and will return to Russia.) 

Petrov’s switch to the West 
closely paralleled that of Igor 
Gouzenko, the code clerk in the 
Kremlin’s embassy in Ottawa 
who in 1945 broke with the Rus- 
sians and turned himself over 
to the Canadians. His disclos- 
ures broke open the Soviets’ 
wartime atom spy ring in Can- 
ada and the United States.

OFFICER DENIES

HALL, SUITCASE 
IN AT SAME TIME 


Desk Man at Station 
Says Lieutenant, Kid- 
naper and Dolan En- 
tered Together, Had 
No Handbags.

The testimony, by Cpl. Ray- 
mond Bergmeier, desk officer on 
duty at the time Hall was 
booked, was designed to show 
that Shoulders lied under oath 
to a federal grand jury investi- 
gating the disappearance of 
$303,720 of the $600,000 Green- 
lease ransom. 

Lt. Shoulders’s statements to 
the grand jury about the han- 
dling of the suitcases, which 
Hall declared contained all but 
a small part of the $600,000 
when ne was arrested by Shoul- 
ders and Dolan, is the basis of 
the perjury charge. Dolan was 
convicted of perjury by a jury 
here March 31. 


Says They Entered Together. 

Bergmeier, testifying before a 
jury in the court of United 
States District Judge Albert A. 
Ridge, said Hall walked slightly 
ahead of Lt. Shoulders and Dolan 
was to the prisoner's left. 

In reply to a question, the 
witness said: “I could not see 
their hands, but I did not see 
that they carried anything.” 

“Did you see any type of suit- 
cases?” 

“No. I did not,” Bergmeier 
replied. 

The testimony contradicts 
statements by Shoulders that he 
and Dolan carried two large 
suitcases containing the money 
into the station at the time they 
booked Hall. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Kenneth C. West directed 
the attention of the witness to 
the ransom suitcases, exhibits 
in court, and asked Bergmeier 
if he had ever seen them. 

“Not on last Oct. 6,” the wit- 
ness testified. 

The witness said that, at Lt. 
Shoulder’s request, he recount- 
ed $784 taken from Hall. The 
booking and recounting the cash 
required about 10 minutes Berg- 
meier added.

SCIENTISTS PUT 
BIG STURGEON’S 
AGE AT 152 YEARS 


FORT FRANCES, Ontario, 
April 13 (UP)—Officials of the 
Ontario Department of Lands. 
and Forests confirmed today 
that a 215-pound sturgeon caught 
last summer in Lake of the 
Woods was 152 years old. 

It was believed to be the old 
est sturgeon on record. 

One scientist noted that the 
81-inch fish had been swimming 
in the waters of the international 
lake “at least ten years before 
the War of 1812,” despite com- 
mercial fishing on the lake. 

Fish and wild life biologists, 
who indicated their first find- 
ings were “so fantastic” that 
other scientists were consulted, 
said the determination of the 
fish’s age was made by a micro- 
scopic examination of a cross 
section of one of its fins. 

The sturgeon was landed last 
July by Harold Johnson, Ke- 
nora, Ontario. Lake of the

Lining up with the 
dissent Gaullists were Educa- 
tion Minister Andre Marie, 
Finance Minister Edgar Faure, 
and Louis Jacquinot, minister 
for overseas territories—a total 
of 10 of the 26 ministers.

After the reunion, the youths 
stepped from the plane and told 
reporters they were “proud” 
that their father, a naturalized 
American citizen, had refused to 
spy against the United States in 
their behalf.

No Question But That 
He Will Keep Post at 
Princeton, N.J., Offi- 


cial Says. 


NEW YORK, April 13 (AP)— 
Support for Dr. J. Robert Op- 
penheimer was voiced today by 
the chairman of the board of 
trustees of the Institute for Ad- 
vanced Study at Princeton, N.J., 
where Oppenheimer is director. 


The expression came from 
Herbert Maass, a New York at- 
torney, who said there was no 
question but that Oppenheimer 
would continue as institute di- 
rector. 


Maass issued a statement in 
behalf of the 15-member board 
of trustees saying of the noted 
scientist: 

“Throughout his service with 
the institute we have never had 
any occasion to doubt his com- 
plete loyalty and sincerity.” 

However, after discussing the 
Government’s investigation of 
Oppenheimer on security 
grounds, the statement added: 

“Since this in the nature of a 
judicial proceeding, which is 
now pending, we feel that it 
would be inappropriate to com- 
ment on this matter now.” 

Reporters pressed Maass for 
a further opinion on Oppen- 
heimer. The trustees’ chairman 
was reluctant to say more, but 
finally, in response to a question 
as to whether he expected Op- 
penheimer to be cleared, he re- 
plied: 

“I hope he will—I think he 
will.” 

Maass said Oppenheimer told 
the institute’s board of the alle- 
gations against him at a meet- 
ing here on Feb. 15. 

The board knew nothing of 
the inquiry, which had been 
under way for some time pre- 
viously, until Oppenheimer’s re- 
port, Maass added. 

He said he likewise had not

OHIO RIVER SITE 
FOR ATOM POWER 
PLANT SELECTED 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 13 

(UP) — The nation’s first full- 
scale atomic power plant, which 
will generate enough electricity 
to serve a community of 400,000 
persons, will be built on an 
Ohio river site 25 miles north- 
west of Pittsburgh, its builders 
announced today. 
The Duquesne Light Co., 
which will construct the plant, 
said the plant will be on a 400- 
acre site in Shippingport bor- 
ough in Beaver county on the 
south bank of the Ohio. 

Philip A. Fleger, Duquesne 
Light board chairman, said the 
site has “adequate cooling water, 
suitable transportation facilities, 
and there are already located 
on the property transmission 
facilities with which the plant 
will be connected.”

On Case of Dr. Oppenheimer 


Dr. Oppenheimer’s connection 
with the atomic energy enter- 
prise antedated the assignment 
of responsibilities to the Corps 
of Engineers, United States 
Army, in 1942. He later became 


director of the laboratory at Los 
Alamos under the Manhattan 
Engineer District. When the 
Commission was established, he 
was appointed to the statutory 
general advisory committee to 
the Commission and was named 
as its chairman by members of 
that committee in 1947. 


He served in that capacity 
until June, 1952. On his retire- 
ment, the commission engaged 
him as a consultant for one year. 
The contract would have ter- 
minated on June 30, 1953. Its re- 
newal for one year was initiated 
on June 5, 1953. 


On July 3, 1953, Lewis Strauss 
became chairman of the com- 
mission. He and the other com- 
missioners were aware of the 
fact that under the security 
standards of the commission and 
under Executive Order 10450, 
which had been issued by the 
President on April 27, 1953, a 
security review was required for 
all employes and consultants 
coricerning whom there was 
substantial derogatory informa- 
tion. Because there was such 
material in the file of Dr. Op- 
penheimer, it was subject to 
review. 

Had Secret Data. 

At the request of the chair- 
man, the commission on July 7, 
1953, initiated steps to organize 
the removal of classified docu- 
ments belonging to the commis- 
sion and which were in Dr. 
Oppenheimer’s custody at the 
Institute for Advance Studies at 
Princeton in a facility approved 
by the commission to a facility 
to be established on premises 
to be owned by the commission.

This is in accordance with established practice of the com- 
mission to protect the privacy of individuals appearing before its 
personnel security board. Departure from this practice in this 


instance is only due to the fact that Dr. Oppenheimer has exer-| 
cised his privilege of making public an account of the matter. 


established procedures should 
be followed. 

Since Dr. Oppenheimer had 
thereafter to be denied further 
access to classified material, the 
commission undertook to sus- 
pend his “Q” clearance. The 
suspension of clearance involved 
arrangements to stop the trans- 
mittal to him of classified docu- 
ments which he had been re- 
ceiving from various parts of 
the organization. As a further 
result, suspension of clearance 
automatically voided Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s availability for mem- 
bership on the Science Advisory 
Committee under the Office of 
Defense Mobilization. 

Hearing Requested. 

Under the regulations estab- 
lished by the Commission 4s 
published in the Federal Regis- 
ter on Sept. 19, 1950, Dr. Op- 
penheimer was entitled to a 
hearing before a.personnel se- 
curity board. Further in ac- 
cordance with the Commissions 
procedure, on Dec. 23, 1953, the 
general manager of the Com- 
mission wrote a letter to Dr. 
Oppenheimer suspending his 
clearance, listing the items of 
derogatory information, and ex- 
plaining Dr. Oppenheimer's 
rights to a hearing. On March 
4, 1954, Dr. Oppenheimer re- 
plied, requesting a hearing. The 
hearing procedures had been 
worked out in 1950 and previous 
years to combine maximum se- 
curity to the United States and 
maximum fairness to the per- 
sons under review. 

A board was accordingly es- 
tablished for the purpose ol 
hearing the case and advising 
the commission as to whether or 
not suspension of clearance of 
Dr. Oppenheimer should be 
made permanent.

Common Pattern. 


Pointing out that history pro- 
vides many examples of mob ex- 
citement, stirred by _ false 
charges, which resulted in injury 
to innocent persons, Truman as- 
serted there is a common pattern 
in the development of this hys- 
teria. 


“Usually it takes root in an 
atmosphere of war, severe eco- 
nomic crisis, or a threat of 
either,” he said. “Insecurity is 
a fruitful breeding ground for 
such a movement. In an at-. 
mosphere of this kind dema- 
gogues or other unprincipled in- 
dividuals can more easily stir up 
emotion and irrational fear. 


“Fortunately, these periods of 
hysteria have been temporary 
in nature, and in the long run 
reason has prevailed.” 


The way for Americans to 
spread democracy is to practice 
it themselves, Truman said, add- 
ing: “In times such as these, our 
colleges and universities have a 
very special obligation to main- 
tain freedom of thought and in- 
quiry.” 

As President, Truman more 
than once expressed a desire to 
teach American history. Two 
years ago, when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter asked him what he in- 
tended to do after he left the 
White House, Truman replied 
that he was going to have a 
good time and do just as he 
damned please. 

In lecturing here, the ex-Pres- 
ident seemed to be getting his 
wish—teaching history and hav- 
ing a good time at it.

News of his suspension hit 
this capital hard.

terial in the file, a blank wall 
be placed between Dr. Oppen- 
heimer and any secret data and 
that, without pre-judging the 
outcome, established procedures 
should be followed.” 


Oppenheimer’s security clear- 
ance was thereupon suspended 
and his positions “voided.” 


The letter suspending Oppen- 
heimer was signed by Gen. Nich- 
ols. Nichols gave Oppenheimer 
opportunity to defend himself, 
with representation by counsel, 
before the personnel security 
‘board headed by Gray. 


Oppenheimer Replies. 

Oppenheimer accepted the op- 
portunity in a 43-page letter, 
rejecting “the suggestion that I 
am unfit for publie service.” He 
admitted Communist associa- 
tions in his pre-atomic days and 
that on occasion he had “acted 
unwisely.”’ 

But he insisted he had learned 
from his mistakes, and “what 
I have learned has, I think, 
made me more fit to serve my 
country.” 

The scientist retained as his 
counsel before the board Lloyd 
K. Garrison, New York and 
Washington attorney who is vice 
chairman of the American Civil 
Liberties Union and a trustee 
of the institute Oppénheimer 
heads. 

Associated with Garrison is 
Herbert S. Marks, former gen- 
eral counsel of the Atomic 
Energy Commissign.

Charges Listed, 

Nichols’ letter to Oppen- 
heimer listed these _ specific 
charges: 

1. He associated with Com- 
munists frequently in the ear- 
ly 1940s. 


2. He hired Communits or 
former Communists at Los 
Alamos during the war. 


3. He gave contradictory 
testimony to the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation about at- 
tendance at Communist meet- 
ings in the early 1940s. 


4. He failed for many 
months to report an attempt 
by an alleged Communist to 
get scientific information from 
him for the Soviet Union, al- 
though he rejected the at- 
tempt as “traitorous.” 


5. He strongly opposed the 
development of the hydrogen 
bomb in 1949 and lobbied 
against it even after President 
Truman ordered the AEC to 
proceed with the project. At 
this time he was chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s general advisory com- 
mittee, 


Following are the _ specific 
charges and Dr. Oppenheimer’s 
replies to them as stated in the 
exchange of letters with Gen. 
Nichols. 

Nichols: It was reported to 
the AEC that Oppenheimer had 
been affiliated with a number of 
specific organizations listed as 
Communist fronts and associated 
with a number of individuals 
identified as Communists or 
Communist sympathizers, had 
made contributions to the Com- 
munist party and had been re- 
ported to be a member of the 
party. 

Oppenheimer: During the 
period in which the Communist 
party joined with non-Commu- 
nist groups in humanitdrian ob- 
jectives, “many of these objec- 
tives engaged my interest.” 

“I contributed to the strike 
fund of one of the major strikes 
of the Bridges union (Harry 
Bridges’s West Coast longshore- 
men’s union ; I subscribed to the 
People’s World ... the matter 
which most engaged my sympa- 
thies and interests was the war 


quently requested Haakon Che- 
valier to approach you concern- 
ing the matter; that Haakon 
Chevalier thereupon approached 
you, either directly or through 
your brother, Frank Friedman 
Oppenheimer, in connection with 
this matter; and that Haakon 
Chevalier finally advised George 
Charles Eltenton that there was 
no chance whatsoever of obtain- 
ing the information. 


“It was further reported that 
you did not report this episode 
to the appropriate authorities 
until several months after its 
occurrence; that when you in- 
itialy discussed the matter with 
appropriate authorities on Aug. 
26, 1943, you did not identify 
yourself as the person who had 
been approached, and you re- 
fused to identify Haakon Cheva- 
lier as the individual who had 
made the approach on behalf of 
George Charles Eltenton: and 
that it was not until several 
months later, when you were 
ordered by superior to do so, 
that you so identified Haakon 
Chevalier.” 

Oppenheimer: Prior to his 
going to Los Alamos, “my friend 
Haakon Chevalier with his wife 
visited us on Eagle Hill tthe 
Oppenheimer’s Berkeley home), 
probably in early 1943. During 
the visit, he came into the kitch- 
en and told me that George El- 
tenton had spoken to him of the 
possibility of transmitting tech- 
nical information to Soviet 
scientists. I made some strong 
remark to the effect that this 
sounded terribly wrong to me. 
The discussion ended there. 
Nothing in our long-standing 
friendship would have led me to 
believe that Chevalier was act- 
ually seeking information; and 
I was certain that he had no idea 
of the work on which I was en- 
gaged. 

“It has long been clear to me 
that I should have reported the | 
incident at once... . I still think | 
of Chevalier as a friend.” 

As to H-Bomb. 
Nichols: “It was charged that 
in the autumn of 1949 and sub- | 
sequently “you strongly opposed 
the development of the hydro- 
gen bomb... . 

“It was further reported that 
even after it was determined, 
as a matter of national policy, 
to proceed with development of 
a hydrogen bomb, you continued 
to oppose the project and de- 
clined to co-operate fully in the 
project. ...” That you “tried 
to turn top personnel against 
the development of the hydro- 
gen bomb... were instrumental 
in persuading other outstanding 
scientists not to work on the 
hydrogen bomb project” and 
that your opposition “has defi- 
nitely slowed down its develop- 


in Spain...” : 

‘Never a Member.’ 
“I might well have appeared 
at the time as quite close to the 
Communist party—perhaps even 
to some people as belonging to 
it ... but I never was a member 
of the Communist party. I never 
accepted Communist dogma or 
theory; in fact it never made 
sense to me. 
“By the time that we moved 
to Los Alamos in early 1943... 
my participation in left-wing or- 
ganization and my association 


‘opposition to the hydrogen 
bomb.” ... It is a story which 
ended once and for all when in 
January 1950 the President an- 
nounced his decision to proceed 
with the program.” 


Previous Charges. 


Oppenheimer previously has 
been charged with Communist 
affiliation. He appeared before 
the Tenney committee of the 
California Legislature in 1950 
and defended himself against 
charges of Communist ties. Sub- 
sequently several public officials 
indorsed his loyalty, including 
Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
on. 

He had been considered 
cleared of charges of subversion 
until the latest developments 
with the AEC were made known. 

Oppenheimer said the items 
of “so-called ‘derogatory infor- 
mation’” set forth by the AEC 
“cannot .be fairly understood ex- 
cept in the context of my life 
and my work.” 

Of the years during which he 


was associated with Communists 
he said: 

“I read very widely, but most- 
ly classics, novels, plays and 
poetry. I was not interested in 
and did not read about econom- 
ics or politics. I was almost 
divorced from the contemporary 
scene in this country. I never 
read a newspa or a current 
magazine like Time or Harper’s; 
I had no radio, no telephone; I 
learned of the stock market 
crash in the fall of 1929 only 
long after the event; the first 
time I ever voted was in the 
presidential election of 1936.” 

Tete “se d not then regard 
Communists as dangerous and 
some of their declared objec- 
tives seemed to me desirable. 

“By the time that we moved 
to Los Alamos in early 1943, 
both as a result of my changed 
views and of the great pressure 
of war work, my participation 
in left-wing organizations and 
my association with left-wing 
circles had ceased and were 
never to be re-established.” 

Dr. Oppenheimer, 50 years 
old, was comparatively unknown 
in the early 1940s when he or- 
ganized and directed the Gov- 
ernment &tom laboratory at Los 
Alamos, N.M., personally toured 
the country recruiting scien- 
tists to work on the two-billion- 


dollar project and finally <I

Nichols: It was charged that

Oppenheimer: He began to 
court Dr. Tatlock, the daughter 
of a University of California 
English professor in the fall of 
1936, “and we, grew close to 
each other. We were at least 
twice close enough to marriage 
to think of ourselves as engaged. 
Between 1939 and her death in 
1944 I saw her very rarely. She 
told me about her Communist 
party memberships; they were 
on again, off again affairs ... 

Nichols: It was charged that 
“your wife, Katherine Puening 
Oppenheimer was formerly the 
wife of Joseph Dallet, a member 
of the Communist party, who 
was killed in.Spain in 1937.... 
It was further reported that dur- 
ing (this marriage) ... your wife 
became a member of the Com- 
munist party.” 

Oppenheimer: “When I met 
her (in 1939) I found in her a 
deep loyalty to her former hus- 
band, a complete disengagement 
from any political activity, and 
a certain disappointment and 
contempt that the Communist 
party was not in fact what she 
had once thought it was.” Op- 
penheimer said that at Los Ala- 
mos in 1943, he knew of only one 
person there who was a former 
}Communist: “She was my wife, 
of whose disassociation from the 
party, and of whose integrity and 
loyalty to the United States I 
had no question.” 

Brother’s Affiliation. 

Nichols: It was reported that 
Oppenheimer’s brother, Frank 
Friedman Oppenheimer, and his 
brother’s wife were members of 
the Communist party. 

Oppenheimer: His brother 
had told him that he and his 
wife joined the Communist 
party in about 1937. “In the au- 
tumn of 1941 they came to 
Berkeley, and Frank worked for 
the radiation laboratory. At that 
time he made it clear to me that 
he was no longer a member.... 

Nichols: It was reported that 
during the period 1942-1945 
“vou had talked the atomic 
bomb question over with party 
members . .. and that several 
years prior to 1945 you had told 
Steve Nelson (presently a con- 
victed Communist) that the 
Army was working on an atomic 
bomb.” | 

Oppenheimer: “My only dis- 
cussions of matters connected 
with the atomic bomb were for 
official work or for recruiting 
the staff of the enterprise. So 
far as I knew none of these dis- 
cussions were with Communist 
party members. I never dis- 
cussed anything of my secret 
work or anything about the 
atomic bomb with Steve Nel- 
son.” 

Nichols: “It was reported that 
prior to March 1, 1943, possibly 
three months prior, Peter Iva- 
nov, secretary of the Soviet con- 
sulate, San Francisco, approached

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PHILIPPINES 


BACKS PRINCIPLE 
OF DULLES PLAN 


But Full Acceptance 
of Security Proposal 
Depends on Details, 
Magsaysay Says. 


MANILA, April 13 (AP)— 


President Ramon Magsaysay | 


said last night his administration 
was prepared to accept in prin- 
ciple a United States proposal 
for a united front against Com- 
munist aggression in Southeast 
Asia, particularly Indochina. 

But his statement emphasized 
that the Philippine declaration 
would depend on whether the 
details of United States Secre- 
tary of State Dulles’s invitation 
agree with the Philippine idea 
of collective security. 

The Chief Executive said his 
statement was “to clarify and 
define discussions arising from 
the situation in Indochina as it 
affects the Philippines.” Mag- 
saysay has faced opposition in 
his stand from a strong con- 
gressional group led by Senator 
Claro M. Recto, foreign policy 
spokesman of the administration 
Nacionalista party. 

‘Committed to Security.’ 

The President said his Admin- 
istration, “being committed to 
the principle of collective secur- 
ity, was prepared to accept in 
principle the association of this 
government with the govern- 
ments of other free nations in a 
common declaration opposing 
further: Communist aggression 
in Southeast Asia, such associa- 
tion being subject to mutual 
agreement on details.” 

“Special significance is at- 
tached to the conflict in Indo- 
china because the area is con- 
sidered the key to the defense 
of Southeast Asia and because 
of its proximity to the Philip- 
pines,” Magsaysay said. “The 
fact that the fighting now in 
progress is within several hours’ 
flying time te Manila, and that 
the Communist forces are using 
powerful modern military equip- 
ment makes it a matter 
of grave and immediate concern 
to Philippine defense officials.” 

Wants Accord on Details. 

A government spokesman said 
Magsaysay’s statement, while it 
supports the United States posi- 
tion, does not mean the Philip- 
pines has “formally and finally” 
accepted the Dulles proposal. 
“It will depend on whether there 
is agreement on details,” he said. 

Magsaysay denied there was 
any truth to reports that the 
Philippines was planning to ex- 
pand its armed forces or had 
considered sending troops to 
Indochina. 

He also said the Philippine 
government has “no official in- 
formaton at this time that the 
United States seeks to organize 
a Pacific treaty organization 
similar to-NATO.” This ——

Powell said he had decided 
resign last November because 
he was “unsure” of his status 
after the Republicansadministra- 
tion came in.

“Under such a law as Section 
608, which was written in very 
liberal terms, some element of 
human error was always pos- 
sible,” Powell said. He de- 
clined further comment. 

Announcing Mr. Eisenhower's 
acceptance of Hollyday's resig- 
nation, James C. Hagerty, White 
House press secretary, said the 
FHA commissioner “is resign- 
ing to allow this investigation 
to be continued by someone 
else.” 

Describing the manner in 
which the alleged frauds were 
committed, Cole gave the fol- 
lowing example, which he said 
was the worsi of the 251 un- 
covered thus far: 

“A corporation building a large 
apartment house obtained an 
FHA-insured loan for $8,380,500. 
Cost of the apartment project 
finally totaled $3,890,871. A 
“windfall” of $4,489,628 was 
pocketed by the contractors, 
Cole said. The loan, he said. 
represented 215 per cent of 
actual construction cost of the 
project. 

Under Title I of the Housing 
act, Cole explained, individuals 
of modest income can obtain 
three-year loans up to $2500 for 
repair or improvement of their 
homes—such things as painting, 
new roofs and the like. The 
loans are made by banks, and 
the FHA then underwrites them 
up to 10 per cent of the bank’s 
outstanding portfolio of such 
loans, to spread the risk. 

Cole said the FHA now has 
about $1,750,000,000 in outstand- 
ing authorizations to insure 
small home loans under the 
Title I program. 

Question of Collusion. 

At issue in the investigation 
is whether FHA appraisers were 
in “collusion” with private build- 
ers on estimating cost of con- 
struction, enabling the con- 
tractors to get a “windfall,” or 
whether the appraisers made an 
honest mistake. 

Cole told the press conference 
he believed FHA appraisers 
might have committed honest 
errors in “one, 10 or 20 cases, 
but not in 251.” 

In the case of the Title I pro- 
gram for small home loans, Cole 
said, “roving groups of high- 
pressure home improvement and 
repair salesmen” moved from 
city to city persuading home 
owners to sign up for FHA loans. 

In some cases, he went on, 
home owners were persuaded to

Oil reserves in the offshore 
areas of the United States should 
be developed “as far as it is) 
economically possible to do so,” 
T. S. Petersen, president of the 
Standard Oil Co. of California, 
said today in a keynote conven- 
tion address at Kiel Auditorium. 

Speaking to a joint meeting of 
three scientific groups, Petersen 
declared that the offshore oil is 
“our last great outpost of poten- 
tial production” and “this na- 
tion's greatest single hope for 
maintaining production at a 
rate close to our increasing do- 
mestic demand.” 

He listed technical difficulties 
involved in underwater explora- 
tion and drilling and said the | 
price for crude oil “must re- | 
main at a stable and favorable | 
level if we are to continue devel- | 
opment of these potential pro- | 
ducing fields.”

Also necessary for oil com- 
panies, he added, is the con- 
tinuation of the “exploration in- 
centive represented by the 2714 
per cent depletion tax provi- 
sion.” Removal or reduction of 
this incentive would result in 
“a great inclination to forget the | 
offshore reserves entirely, a 
Petersen said. |

Speaks on Uranium Reserves. 

In a talk last night, V. E. Mc- 
Kelvey of Menlo Park. Calif., a 
geologist with the United States 
Geological Survey, said that re- 
serves of uranium in this coun- 
try in low-grade rocks such as 
shale and lignite “have more | 
potential power equivalent than | 
all types of our mineral fules.” 

The large low-grade uranium | 
deposits already discovered, he | 
said, “insure our security even | 
if discovereies of higher grade | 
ores do not materialize. These | 
deposits will yield uranium now 
only at a high price, but the im- | 
portant thing is that they con- | 
tain virtually unlimited  re- 
sources that can be made avail- 
able. 

“We may expect, too, that the 
technological advances in the 
next few decades will lower the | 
cost of extraction of uranium 
from these rocks. If this hap- 
pens, large supplies of uranium 
will be available for non-mil- | 
itary purposes.” 

Power Equivalents. 

McKelvey added at, in 
terms of power, one pound of 
uranium equals 1250 tons of coal 
and that the uranium in a ton 
of black shale, phosphorite or 
lignite roughly equals 250 tons 
of coal. | 
Many geologists believe, he | 
said, that the numerous discov- 
eries of uranium in the Rocky 
Mountain states indicate “a 
broad uranium province in 
which deposits of uranium will 
be found in all shapes, sizes 
and materials.” 

“Discovery of the larger de- 
posits may take time,” he went 
on, “but the enthusiasm and 
success of the prospectors a)- 
ready demonstrated, coupled 
with the yield sure to come 
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from basica research already in 
progress, justifies an optimistic 
view of our future.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Now I know how the Old Guard 
f2lt as Napoleon trudged away into 
exile. Because I am just old enough 
to have cut my baseball wisdom teeth 
as Enos Slaughter broke into and 

_ sometimes broke up the game—a 
brash, chesty and incredibly try-hard 
guy who played as if he loved base- 
ball and hated everyone playing it 
against him. 

I watched and idolized many 
“name” players, from the unpredict- 
able Bill Hallahan to the incompara- 
ble Stan Musial. There were, are 
and will be better ballplayers than 
“Country” Slaughter. But someone, 
long ago, coined the term “old pro” 
to cover the handful of men who 
took their natural ability and made 
it better than it was by sheer heart 
and husile. 

There are other old pros around 

' today, adding fine perspective to the 
“bonus baby” and two-platoon era. 
But none has ever deserved the trib- 
ute more than Slaughter. 

It is somehow disturbing and al- 
most tragic that the old hustler could 
not have been kept in the Cardinal 
organization and, ip due time, re- 
warded for his unique contributions 
to St. Louis baseball. The Cardinal 
management is admittediy confronted 
with the fans’ insistence on a win- 
ner. And youth, of course, is the key 
to consistent winning. It is the first 
step to the Yankee-like deportment 
St. Louis fans would relish. 

Yet in this case the price comes 
high and may have boomerang quali- 
ties. For the pleyer, whether a peak 
or post-peak Musial or a hungry 
Waliy Moon, has one eye on his fam- 
ily and future as he sweats out a 
current summer sun. He can run and 
slide and bash just so long; then it’s 
the coach’s box or the manager's 
niche in the dugout. Or beginner's 
pay in some alien trade. 

Cardinal management has made 
the decision in this instance, and it 
is sadly true that a bevy of Yankee- 
sprung minor leaguers, if it includes 
one or two really able men, will 
amply cushion the shock of “Coun- 
try’s” passing. 

So perhaps all there is left, for 
now, is to pay a last salute—and 
what is there to say that is adequate 
for a man like Slaughter? Who can 
say the hail and farewell as it should 
be said to this remarkable man?

It flies in 
the face of the recommendation of the recent 
House Appropriations Subcommittee on Elee- 
mosynary Institutions that the post should be 
filled by “a physician experienced in hospital 
administration, preferably a psychiatrist.” 

Furthermore the Ragland appointment sug- 
gests that Gov. Donnelly takes the hopeless view 
that the best this state can give its 12,000 men- 
tal wards is custodial care—that efforts toward 
rehabilitation would be futile. Representative 
Garnholz, of St. Louis county, who headed the 
eleemosynary subcommittee, says Mr. Ragland 
opposed all the attempts of his group to get a re- 
habilitation program working in Missouri's men- 
tal institutions, 

Mr. Ragland’s appointment was a bad one 
when it was first made five years ago by For- 
rest Smith, who was Governor then. The Post- 
Dispatch said of that appointment: 


Gov. Smith’s appointment of a political 
hanger-on as Director of the State Division 
of Mental Diseases is in some ways the most 
appalling evidence he has given yet of the 
quality of government he intends to set up 
for Missouri, 


So lacking in qualification for the assignment 
was Mr. Ragland that Gov. Smith had to get the 
Legislature to amend the statute prescribing 
the requirements. The Legislature removed the 
stipulation that the director must be someone 
recognized for his knowledge of mental diseases 
and their care and treatment. 

* * . 

Forrest Smith's appointment of Mr. Ragland 
was at least understandable as the payment of a 
political debt. The appointee had been one of 
the money men for Mr. Smith in the 1948 cam- 
paign for the governorship. That was the cam- 
paign in which organized-gambling racketeers 
hoped through campaign contributions to buy 
the privilege of running wide open in Missouri's 
major cities. 

After Mr. Ragland’s appointment it was dis- 
closed that he had kept in cash, in a box in his 
desk, $2000 which the St. Louis racing news 
boss, William Molasky, had contributed to the 
Smith campaign fund. This was the only con- 
tribution not listed in the Democratic State 
Committee's records, Mr, Ragland acknowledged. 

With five years to demonstrate that he was 
not as poor an appointee as he had seemed, Mr. 
Ragland has demonstrated that he is, if any- 
thing, worse. He gave the eleemosynary subcom- 
mittee “no satisfaction’’ with respect to “cases 
of brutality. slave labor and a high disregard 
for the cure and improvement of the patients” 
which the group found at the State School for 
Feeble-Minded and Epileptics, at Marshall. 
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As director, Mr. Ragland has stood for pinch- 
penny, merely-custodial handling of mental pa- 
tients, against a rehabilitation program which 
would cost more at the present but promises to 
cost much less in the long run. Superintendents 
of most state mental institutions estimated they 
could increase the rate of discharge of patients 
by 10 or 25 per cent if they had enough money 
to do rehabilitation work. ‘ 

Mr. Ragland’s appointment must be confirmed 
by the State Senate. The Senate Public Health 
Committee now has it under consideration. Its 
chairman, Senator A. M. Spradling Jr., of Cape 
Girardeau, is holding hearings. We trust Chair- 
man Spradling will give every opportunity for 
such well-informed people as Dr. Edwin Gildea, 
one of' the professional advisers of the subcom- 
mittee, Dr. Louis Kohler, superintendent of the 
St. Louis State Hospital, Representative Garn- 
holz, and others, to be heard. 

These men can throw light on why Mis- 
souri, in the professional advisory committee’s 
words, “ranks among the most backward states 
in the care, treatment and prevention of mental 
illness”—why, in the words of the Garnholz sub- 
committee, Missouri suffers from “inertia born 
of many years of neglect.” 

Most important, they can show why the ap- 
pointment of a qualified professional, rather than 
a political hack, to the post now occupied by Mr. 
Ragland, is the essential first step forward.

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After Eight Years 


Viet Nam has finally ordered a general draft 
of young men and frozen its 100,000 volunteers 
fighting in the Indochina war. Any government 
fighting for its life would normally take such 
steps at the start of a war, not after eight years 
of it. Why the delay? 

One reason, which both native spokesmen and 
foreign observers have mentioned time and 
again, is that the people of Indochina are not 
sure whether they are fighting for their life and 
their freedom, or for continued French dom- 
ination. A draft has to have popular support to 
succeed. Even the hit-or-miss conscription used 
so far in Indochina has been widely evaded. 

Chief of State Bao Dai, whose new war cabi- 
net ordered the draft, has gone to Paris to dis- 
cuss the war and future of his country, If gen- 
eral conscription is to work out, France will 
need to give Indochina a better hope of eventual 
liberty than has been offered so far. 

As Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts stated 
in his major address last week, it would be fu- 
tile to expect a military victory for the West in 
Indochina if the people refmain aleof from the 
conflict. New evidence of this has arisen from 
another Asian country from which the West has 
every reason to expect support. 

Senator Carlos Recto, foreign policy spokes- 
man for the Magsaysay Administration in the 
Philippines, says bluntly that Indochina is “none 
of the Philippines’ business.” Even more reveal- 
ing, Senator Recto has revived the slogan, “Asia 
for Asians.” . 

This does not represent President Magsaysay's 
thinking. But it is significant that the slogan 
could have political appeal in the island nation 
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which sent troops to Korea and fought its own 
war with Communist guerrillas. It is a measure 
of the enduring strength of Asian nationalism 
among Asian nations which have won freedom, 
as well as those which have not. Asian support 
cannot be won for a war in which the issue, to 
many people, seems to be simply Communism 
versus colonialism. Freedom for Indochina is a 
challenge to the United States as well as to 
France. 
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Mr. Brownell’s Sound Stand 

As our readers know, the Post-Dispatch has 
consistently opposed proposals to outlaw the 
Communist party in the United States. We have 
done so because we believe that there are better 
and more effective means for ferreting out sub- 
version in this country than through the prohi- 
bition of a political party, however objectionable 
the views of its adherents, and indeed, however 
much of a sham the party itself might be. 

It is gratifying to us to learn that Attorney 
General Brownell now is opposed to pending 
bills which would outlaw the Communist party 
and which would make membership in it a 
crime. Several bills looking to these ends have 
been introduced in Congress, including meas- 
ures proposed by Mrs. Margaret Chase Smith, 
Maine Republican, in the Senate, and by Martin 
Dies, Texas Democrat, in the House. 

Mr. Brownell, appearing before the House Ju- 
diciary Committee, in his capacity as head of the 
Department of Justice, presented sound consid- 
erations against such legislation. He said, first 
of all, that there was grave doubt as to the con- 
stitutionality of a law that banned a political 
party, He said that such outlawry would force 
the Communist movement underground. Also he 
said that it would “increase the already difficult 
investigatory job of the FBI.” 

The Attorney General made a telling point 
against such legislation when he told the House 
committee that were an outlawry bill to become 
law, a member of the Communist party could 
not say he was a member without giving self- 
incriminating evidence. 

In years past FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
has resisted the appeals to outlaw the Commu- 
nist party. Mr. Hoover is now supported by his 
new chief, Mr. Brownell. Surely Congress has 
more urgent matters to devote itself to than 
anti-subversion bills whose value and effective- 
ness are rejected by those very officials who 
would be responsible for their administration. 
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The Squire Gets a Commission 

The Squire of Paducah has finally been com- 
missioned in the Honorable Order of Kentucky 
Colonels. And high time it is, too. Col. Alben 
W. Barkley has lacked the honor for far too 
long. Politics or no politics, his extended record 
of distinguished public service and his deep 
capacity for friendship and laughter earned him 
his .colonelcy years ago, How he managed to 
avoid it is beyond us, but we incline to the 
theory that he was purposely overlooked. In the 
old days, the grand old man of the Blue Grass 
State loved to quip that he was perhaps the 
only Kentuckian outside Kentucky who wasn't 
a colonel. Evidently nobody wanted to spoil his 
fun, so they waited until he came back home 
to Paducah for good. The difficulty is that he 
expects to be off again for another six years 
beginning next January; he is merely 76 years 
young and a lot of work remains to be done 
down there in Washington. 
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Without a Break in Stride 

Belgium’s Social Christian government lost 16 
parliamentary seats in Sunday's voting, and with 
them went the four-vote majority which had 
kept it in’ power for the last four years. The 
chief result, in accord with the prevalent insist- 
ence of Europeans that they did not raise their 
boys to be soldiers, probably will be a cut from 
21 to 18 months of the terms served by Bel- 
gian draftees. 

As to the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
and the European Defense Community which 
embody Washington’s major concern about Eu- 
rope, Belgium’s policy is favorable and fixed. 
A coalition government is inevitable. But the 
Social Christians with 92 seats may be able to 
block the Socialists (who now have 91) by an 
alliance with the Lfberals (25). On the other 
hand, if the Socialists are brought into the gov- 
ernment, the foreign affairs portfolio probably 
will go to Paul-Henri Spaak, perhaps the most 
ardent advocate of a united Europe to be found. 

None of the Benelux countries has shown the 
slightest inclination to do a turn-about on EDC. 
They have signed on the dotted line, and they 
are marking time, The success or failure of that 
grand concept rests with France—or perhaps on 
the degree of conviction which American ap- 
peals can inspire in the reluctant, hyper-inde- 
pendent, German-fearing French. 

True, the balance of political parties is as nar- 
row in Belgium today as in all the other West- 
ern democracies, But Belgium is more prosper- 
ous than most, and the electoral change should 
cause no great upheavals—least of all in foreign 
policy. 
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Two Too Many 

There is now one less employment office at 
the St. Louis School Board, but even at that there 
are still two too many. Secretary-Treasurer Mer- 
vyn E, Wiethaupt has decided to select replace- 
ments for his small staff from merit lists fur- 
nished by the instruction department, a com- 
mendable consolidation of functions. But the 
auditor’s office and the over-sized building de- 
partment, a pair of independent satrapies, each 
will continue running its own employment agen- 
cy, and just try to change it! How long the tax- 
payer will continue to permit continuance of 
this obviously wasteful and unnecessary duplica- 
tion of effort is a question. But one thing is 
sure: The School Board needs only one hiring 
office, not three or more. 
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Let’s Have It Straight 

These recent 80-degree April days sent us 
fearfully to a new book, “Climatic Change,” 
edited by Harlow Shapley, the celebrated Har- 
vard astronomer. Is the world getting hotter, 
we wondered, as we turned through pages and 
pages about world weather patterns, glacial 
recessions, chromospheric eruptions, solar -vari- 
ations, radioisotope dating, environmental dis- 
integration, etc. Surely, we thought, there must 
be comparative temperature records somewhere 
in all this scientificese. 

Then on page 323 we found Meteorologist 
Victor Conrad reporting a study of Berlin 
weather going back nearly two centuries. Most 
significant was his conclusive finding that 
whereas severe winters predominated, 3-to-l, 
from 1770 to 1870, mild winters prevailed by 
the overwhelming ratio of 35-to-1 from 1871 to 
1939.

Why Lose Our Best Military Assets?

Because of outmoded ideas, too many Americans still doubt 
the need for professional military forces; yet they are essen- 
tial to modern defense; best asset is strong civilian support; 
without it, we lose thousands of trained personnel each year. 


From Air Force Magazine, Publication of the Air Force Association 


This nation has never accustomed it- 
self to a professional military force. In- 
deed, we boast of the fact, as if it were 
a cornerstone of democracy. 

We still like to think about arousing 
a military force after the danger is upon 
us, and about sending the boys back 
home, even before the danger is over, 
as we did in World War II. 

Our fetish for “springing to arms” in 
an emergency has prevented us from 
clearly thinking out our national de- 
fense problem. And, if the “springing” 
each time has proved costly in life and 
treasure, we have been thus far willing 
to pay the price. It has seemed prefer- 
able to a large standing force. 

Now the new weapons of war are fast 
eliminating our choice in the matter. 
Whether we like it or not, security un- 
der arms is the order of the day. It is 
high time we became more mature 
about the men we hire to defend us. 

The test is not in wartime, when pa- 
triotism runs high. The real test is be- 
fore us today, when we are called upon 
to support a large professional military 
force in our peacetime social structure. 

Our support has been shabby, at best. 
We cannot expect men of the necessary 
caliber to enter the military on a volun- 
tary basis until their neighbors, all of 
us, look upon the bearing of arms as an 
honorable occupation, with the prestige 
it deserves. 

The inability of the services to retain 
experienced and qualified men is the 
greatest single weakness in our military 
structure. The record is shocking: 

The Strategic Air Command, the na- 
tion’s key military unit, lost some 5000 
officers and 25,000 airmen through vol- 
untary discharges during the last year. 
Due to the high turnover rate, fully 85 
per cent of the men in some of SAC’s 
most important job categories are ap- 
prentices. Yet we expect this organiza- 
tion to be in a constant state of combat 
readiness. 

This outlet of 25,000 airmen from the 
SAC represents an estimated loss of 


some $50,000,000 in formal training time 
which the taxpayer has provided for 
these men, without considering the cost 
of training men to take their places. 

It has been estimated that the abnor- 
mal turnover of people in the Air Force 
alone is costing the taxpayer more than 
two billion dollars this year, 

It is merely basic economics to real- 
ize that the best military capability can 
be procured for the least money by a 
military establishment which at least 
has a backbone of professional charac- 
ter. It can be shown that the best and 
cheapest way to defend our country is 
with a professional or quasi-professional 
military force. 

This, of course, goes against the na- 
tional grain. It runs headlong into the 
old theory that each must do his bit 
and, in the end, must do it whether he 
likes it or not, and whether or not he 
can be made into a capable military 
man, 

If the military service were actually 
attractive, this situation would not pre- 
vail. A respectable military force can 
be obtained only if it is believed the 
military worker is worthy of his hire. 

The one way to get men without re- 
gard for their worth is to draft them, 
and they will leave military employ- 
ment at the first opportunity. The one 
way to keep them in military service 
is to give them a package which adds 
up to reasonable incentive and reason- 
able security. ; 

The package may consist of direct 
pay, fringe benefits and security for the 
long pull. It must include the respect 
and prestige of the civilian community. 

With the complexity of new weapons, 
we can no longer get the best with a 
quasi-amateur force, especially short- 
term enlistees. And in the long run, a 
quasi-professional: military force is the 
most economical of all security forces. 

Civilian understanding and support 
of the military man is.an essential in- 
gredient of our military posture. Such 
support is, in the last analysis, our fin- 
est military asset. 


A Fine Presidential Appointment

A fresh breeze from the northern 
Middle West recently blew across Wash- 
ington, and wafted on it were these rare 
words of mercy and wisdom: 


“In my book people are still the most 
important assets we have. I detest 
gnawing and chewing and snooping at 
old people who need help.

So he 
took the man home to his daughter 
Lisette and his 
servants to cure. 

The parliament of 
the South African 
Republic had of- 
fered a reward of 
5000 pounds for a 
proven gold mine, 
but Lemaire him- 
self and all the 
other folks of the 
Transvaal were 
against it. They hed 
made the terribe 
trek from the Cape 
15 years before to

and primitive; they were peaceful avd 
contented. A gold strike would change 
all that, bringing in outsiders, those who 
did not read the Bible or believe as t'e 
Boers did, and who would change te 
face of the land.

Lemaire made a bargain with An-

“The Golden Fool” is a beautifully 
written novel, and never more so than 
when the author is describing South 
Africa.

Turner Makes Good 
Showing Against Lausse. 
ESSE TURNER put up a 


J e000 scrap against Eduar- 
do Lausse, the Argentine 


middleweight, at Eastern 
Parkway Arena, Brooklyn, 
even though Lausse gained the 
verdict on a split decision. 

One judge and the referee 
voted for Lausse, five rounds 
for Lausse, four for Turner 
and one even while the other 
judge, Arthur Susskind (Young 
Otto) called it six to four for 
Turner. 

Watching the bout via tele- 
vision, it was clear that Lausse, 
a powerfully built young fel- 
low, hit much harder than 
Turner, who wobbled a couple 
of times from the effects of 
the Argentine’s blows. 

Jesse scored effectively and 
repeatedly with a stinging left 
hand which he kept in Lausse’s 
face for the full 10 rounds. 

_ That jab kept the Argentine 
off balance and enabled Tur- 
ner to make him look silly 
many times when  Lausse 
missed punches. 

The Argentine swung rather 
wildly with roundhouse lefts 
and rights but when they did 
land they packed some power. 

It was a hard-fought contest 
for the full route and marked 
the first time in 11 bouts that 
Lausse’s opponent had lasted 
the distance with him. 

Both men were cut slightly 
around the eyes and the crowd 
booed the decision although 
from a TV seat it did seem 
that Lausse had the better of 
the milling by a narrow 
margin. 

Lausse is a big middle- 
weight and one who, it would 
appear, will soon grow out of 
the 160-pound class. 

It was the first defeat for 
Turner in four bouts this 
year.

Both Snead and Hogan set a 
pulsating pace through the first 
nine holes in the playoff before 
7500 yesterday with one-under- 
par 35's. Then they made the 
fateful turn where in 17 previ- 
ous tournaments the title has 
been traditionally lost or won in 
the fourth round or the playoff. 
It was not the first time Hogan 
had lost the Masters in a playoff 
over that historic stretch. His 
one-time mentor, Byror Nelson, 
beat him there im 1942, gaining 
a total of five shots in 11 holes 
for a one-stroke victory although 
Hogan shot the same 11 holes 
one under par. 
This time, Hogan did the un- 
forgivable for him—a three-putt 
job from 11 feet on the six- 
teenth. Snead already had gone 
ahead one stroke on the de- 
cisive, gully-lined thirteenth with 
a 37-foot chip within sinking 
distance, and he did the six- 
teenth green in two. 
The sixteenth was the payoff 
and they both knew it. The 
single stroke Snead lost on the 
eighteenth resulting from a trap- 
shot was anti-climax as Hogan 
was already down with a par and 
when Snead blasted out within 
seven feet he only had to get 
down in two—and again he did.

Anti-Masonic Movement:

‘to reduce the rationale of the

Peculiarly enough, anti-Ma- 
sonry was launched during a pe- 
riod of liberalism in politics, 
when Jacksonian det was 
in full bloom. More more 
classes of people were being 
extended the right to vote, the 
rights of labor were being grad- 
ually recognized, and social and 
humanitarian reforms were re- 
ceiving support. These stirrings 
of liberalism bred reactions from 
propertied interests, scared by 
the spread of economic and po- 
litical democracy.

NEW YORK, April 13—Piggy- 
back service, the carrying of 
highway truck trailers on rail- 
road flat cars, will be introduced 
on New York Central system 
within a few months.

WHEN SPECK’S CLOSED, we lost track of 
Ralph Goerner for a time, because we visit St. 
Louis so seldom nowadays. But just before we 
left for the west, a note arrived which was post- 
marked “Double J Resort, Boat Dock 125, Peel, 
Ark.” The note was from Ralph and in it he 
announced that he and Ruby, his good wife, 
would like us to stop by there for a visit. A 
look at the map showed that Peel, on Bull 
Shoals lake, wasn’t too far off our route to 
Possum Trot, so we sent a card saying we'd 
spend our last night there: on the way home 
from the west. Thus it was, on a Friday after- 
noon, that we turned aside at Yellville. Ark., 
onto Highway 125, for the 30-mile drive to the 
resort, where we arrived at dysk. 


THOSE WHO HAVE FISHED the big Army- 
built reservoirs are familiar with the way in 


which recreational facilities are built up. First 


of all, at some attractive spot where a road 
runs fairly close to the lake, a long-term lease 
is signed with a responsible person to operate a 
boat dock, This generally consists of a substan- 
tial float and boat house, well-equipped with 
fishing boats, motors, guides, bait and fishing 
tackle. The dock is, of course, equally available 
to those who bring their own boats and equip- 
ment and to those who rent them. There is also 
sufficient acreage for an attractive public camp 
and picnic ground, as well as for cottages that 
are built under the terms of a long lease. 


THIS WAS VERY MUCH the set-up which 
we found at Boat Dock 125 on Bull Shoals lake. 
The proprietor of the dock is Jack Jones of 
Mountain Home, Ark., whom many St. Louisans 
will remember as a contemporary of Jimmy 
Conzelman on the football team at Washington 
University. A pleasant and capable fellow who 
stands well over 6 feet and is still in condition 
to make a formidable linesman, Jack lives on 
the area with his attractive wife, Marlow, and 
maintains a string of fishing boats. Up on the 
point above the dock, John Doerflinger of Tulsa 
has built a dozen modern cottages. And in con- 
nection with the cottages, Ralph and Ruby 
Goerner have built a cozy dining-room.

SINCE THE SEASON at Bull Shoals is open 
the year around and the big bass in the lake 
seem to strike regardless of weather, the resort 
stays open all winter. And as we gathered in 
the dining-room for dinner, several guests came 
in to report they’d had good fishing. This was 
in spite of heavy clouds and a cold north wind 
that would have discouraged any but a con- 
firmed and dedicated angler. But even as we 
ate, more guests were arriving for the week- 
end. As for Ginnie and me, we sat late with 
the Goerners, catching up on their news.

But I still feel that when 
Jesus prayed, “Oh, my

In that case the prayer would have been pure 
fhetoric, devoid of reality. In that case, the only appro- 
priate prayer would have been for strength to endure. 

“It seems significant that He did not pray for strength 
for the ordeal. What He asked for was the certain knowledge 
of His Father's will. Having that, there would be no ques- 
tion of faltering. 

A Syrian writer has said that if the disciples had been 
Anglo-Saxons, they could not have brought themselves to 
report truthfully the agony in the Garden.

LAST YEAR ABOUT THIS TIME I told about a 
crippled girl who had written to ask whether she would 
carry her deformed body into Heaven. I sent her a personal 
letter and discussed the answer to her question in two 
columns, 

Just this month a-women sent me some articles which 
she wished me to forward to the young girl, and I had to 
tell her the girl had died some months ago. The girl's 
mother wrote to me after her death, included a sample of 
her art work, and told about the hard brave years of the 
short life. It was in every way a triumphant life. 

I was deeply sorry to learn that my answer to the 
crippled girl had hurt and confused some readers. In my 
discussion of what the resurrected body might be like, I 
spoke of the scene in the dark dawn of the Resurrection 
morning when Mary Magdalene did not at first recognize 
Christ. Admitting that the darkness and her weeping could 
have prevented visual recognition, there was still a ques- 
tion in my mind at her failure to recognize His voice. Any- 
one who has had the experience of hearing a dear voice 
after a time of grief and separation, knows how charac- 
teristic, how unique, the voice is, knows the shock and 
thrill of hearing it again. But Mary Magdalene did not at 
first recognize the voice of her Lord.

RECOGNITION THERE WAS, again and again, during 
the 40 days preceding the Ascension, but it was never based 
on sensory perception, except in a single case deliberately 
staged for Thomas. And Christ clearly indicated at that 
time that it was a lower order of perception made necessary 
by the unbelief of Thomas. 

" Recognition was effected by the direct impact of per- 
sonality. There was a body, but it was, as St. Paul said, a 
spiritual body. I believe that it was apprehended by extra- 
sensory perception. ( 

And from that I conclude that it doesn’t matter 
whether one dies at 16 or 90, whether one is buried in the 
old brown suit or a new white dress, whether one is fat or 
thin, tall or short, beautiful or deformed. The one inde- 
structible thing is the personality; it has the power to 
manifest itself and to be recognized. 

In all this I have no desire to be dogmatic. I am no 
theologian, I have no authority, I am simply trying to 

answer a question that was put to me, to answer it tenta- 
tively on the basis of such evidence as the New Testament 
affords. 

The resurrection of the body remains a mystery, as St. 
Paul said. But that mystery does not prevent our reciting 
the Creed honestly and in good conscience, does not prevent 
our uttering that great affirmation: “I believe in... The 
Resurrection of the body: And the Life everlasting.”

Women View 


H-Bomb Test

NEW YORK. 


N all the excitement over the 
| hydrogen bomb tests, one as- 

pect has been given little 
thought but it seems very ime- 
portant to the women of Japan, 
and one of my friends there has 
written me telling me\of letters 
received by the Asahi-Shimbun 
Press. She says: 

“In this letter I should like 
to convéy the reaction of the 
Japanese women, ranging from 
a 19-year-old daughter of a 
fisherman to a 55-year-old house- 
wife, whose serious concern over 
this matter and earnest appeal 
to the American women to un- 
derstand their plight, are ex- 
pressed in numerous letters re- 
ceived by the editor of “Hito- 
koki” during the past few weeks. 
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“THE VICTIMS of the explo- 
sion included not only the Fu- 
juryu-Maru, the boat, the 23 
fishermen and the tuna they 
caught. In the words af the 
19-year-old girl: ‘We—those in 
thé retail as well as in the 
wholesale ends of the industry 
—have practically gone out of 
business due to these contami- 
nated fish.’ She asks: 


“*Is it wrong for us in the 
fishing, industry to ask the 
United States Government to 
guarantee our livelihood?’ ‘The 
effect it had upon our kitchen is 
also great,’ writes a housewife in 
Tokyo. ‘As you are well aware, 
fish is one of Japan’s principal 
foods and we are mainly depend- 
ent upon fish for our protein 
content.’ 


“*It is also one of our large 
export items; consequently, the 
explosion has affected the Jap- 
anese economy as well. And the 
fact that the fish can not be 
prevented from entering the 
hazardous zone is a grave cort- 
cern, particularly in regard to 
the future tests.’ 


“The women have felt scorned 
when they learned that Dr. 
Eisenbud, chairman of Health 
and Safety Division of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, who has 
been sent to Japan to investigate 
this matter, was making a much 
more careful Geiger test on the 
tuna to be exported to the Unit- 
ed States than on the fish for 
internal consumption. 


“When we heard the news that 
the United States has decided to 
ban Japanese silk scarves be- 
cause they are inflammable, 
more than one felt that ‘the 
United States is humanitarian.as 
long as the problem concerns 
the safety of its ewn people.’

HE man who rifles a cash 
T register may carry a gun, 

but this “rifle” is not the 
same word as the one applying 
to a gun. The “rifle” which is a 
gun—originally a “rifle gun”’— 
derives from a Teutorfic word 
signifying to groove. It desig- 
nates a firearm; the inside of 
whose barrel is grooved with 
spiral channels. It seems to have 
been this grooving, which gave 
the ball a rotary motion, that in- 
sured greater accuracy of fire 
than was possessed by the mus- 
ket it superceded as a military 
weapon, So the rifle is named 
for its groove. 

To “rifle,” as in the thief and 
the cash register, is from an- 
other word whose ultimate ori- 
gin is uncertain. We have it from 
the French “rifler,” which 
means to sweep away.

ARENTS of a girl graduating from high school this 
P sorine are faced with important decisions. Shall they 

send their daughter to college? If so, how can they 
finance it? What subject should she major in? About the 
first ‘two, I won’t advise now, but the matter of choosing 
a subject concerns Mrs. Y. 

“It will mean a considerable financial sacrifice for us 
to send Jean to the university,” Mrs. Y. explains. “She 
graduates from high school this June with good standing, 
and most of her teachers tell he she ought to go on to 
college. Of course, we’d like to see her do so for many 
reasons, but we are trying to be intelligent about it, and so 
is she. She has done well in mathematics, but I don’t sup- 
pose there is much of a career in that, or that it will help 
her greatly in her future marriage and family life.”

YOU ARE CERTAINLY CORRECT on that point, Mrs. 
Y. Many surveys have been made among women college 
graduates, to find how well they are now’ satisfied with the 
education given them. The latest of such reports from the 
B'nai B’rith Vocational Service Bureau, which canvassed 
5000 women college graduates. Among other questions, it 
asked them whether they were satisfied with the choice they 
made of a major subject.’ Greatest dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed by those who had majored in such subjects as 
mathematics, foreign languages, political science, geology, 
chemistry—subjects quite apart from the activities that 
would concern them throughout most of their lives. 

On the other hand, those who expressed the greatest 
satisfaction were the women who had majored in dietetics, 
nursing, home economics; and at a slightly lower level, edu- 
cation, art, music and secretarial work.

NO GIRL, headed for higher education, should over- 
look the field of home economics—which now covers many 
important subjects, not merely the traditional ones of 
cooking and sewing. She will get training that she can 
use in the future, and if/she wants to become a teacher, she 
will find more jobs awaiting her in this field than in almost 
any other. 

Of course, I can’t advise you whether your girl should 
go to college, Mrs. Y. That depends on a great many 
things.

And she, out of whom He had 
once cast seven devils, fell to 
the ground, her hands reaching 
out to caress His feet, white and 
bare on the green grass before 
the tomb. The Son of God, who 
had before her eyes given up 
His life in the blood and sweat 
dropping from the cross, stood 
before her now, all alive, and 
yet with such a glory around 
His face and form that she knew 
it was as if a door had been 
opened into another world. 

“Fear not,” He said tenderly, 
with the same tones, speaking 
the same words and in the same 
way as she so often had heard 
Him comfort His followers, up 
and down the dusty roads of 
ao and Judaea. ““Mary! Fear 
not!” 

She knelt, as His voice deep- 
ened: 


“Do not touch me! For I am 
not yet ascended to My Father, 
and to your Father; to My God 
and your God.” 


There was no sharpness in 
His words and Mary Magdalene 
understood perfectly “what He 
meant her to understand. It was 
as if He were saying: “Things 
are different between us now— 
between Me and all human be- 
ings, even those I have known 
and loved.

North-South were not using 
ace-showing over two-bids, and 
so North’s spade and club bids 
simply announced suits. Thus, 
South had to call on the Black- 
wood to investigate the ace situ- 
ation, and when he learned via 
North’s five-heart response that 
the partnership owned the four 
aces, the only remaining prob- 
lem was whether to settle for a 
small slam or to risk a grand- 
slam bid. 


Other things being equal, 
South would have played it safe 
with a bid of only six clubs, be- 
cause he could be pretty sure 
that good breaks in both hearts 
and clubs would be needed for 
13 tricks. But, apprehensive as 
he was about the state of the 
score, and being sure that the 
other North-South pair would 
reach at least a small slam, 
South decided to go all out. Note 
that he was VERY wise to select 
clubs rather than hearts for his 
supeculation since the best 
breaks could not have produced 
the grand slam at hearts.

FEW years passed after my 
A vain effort, at the age of 8, 
to hatch eggs by placing 
them in an oven. Then someone 
in the family read about incu- 
bators in a mail-order catalogue. 
Perhaps it was my grendmother, 
who always took a keen interest 
in new ideas. We bought an 
incubator (pronounced in-kew- 
BAY-ter). 
The incubator was a case, or 
box, with a glass top. An oil 
lamp supplied heat. 
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DURING the months which 
followed, batches of eggs were 
placed inside the incubator. 
Some of the eggs hatched, but 
at length the family decided that 
the “old reliable” hen was bet- 
ter than our incubator. 


The failures must have been 
due mainly to wrong tempera- 
ture. For good results, an even 
temperature is needed, two or 
three degrees above the 100 
mark, Fahrenheit. The blood of 
a hen is warmer than that of 
a human being, and the idea of 
the invention is to imitate the 
hen. 

Since that time, much better in- 
cubators have been built. Steam 
pipes are employed to heat some 
of them, but many are warmed 
by electricity. An even tempera- 
ture can be kept very well. 


A small modern incubator will

hatch thousands of hen’s eggs 
during the three-week period. 
Goose eggs hatch more slowly, 
taking about four weeks.

As 
it turned out, poultry men have 
learned to give excellent care to 
the young at every stage. 
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
